In complete response to the Office Action mailed on August 1, 2006, applicants 
provide the following response. Reexamination and further and favorable reconsideration of 
the subject application in light of the following remarks, pursuant to and consistent with 37 
C.F.R. § 1.112, are respectfully requested. 

The Office Action mailed on August 1, 2006 was in response to applicants' 
submission of a Request for Continued Examination and Amendment and Reply filed with 
the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on May 26, 2006. 1 In the Office Action, the Examiner 
has maintained a single rejection. In particular, claims 1, 13, 14, and 31 have been rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over Goodman et al. (WO 
98/27960) (hereinafter, the "Goodman PCT publication") in view of Fleischer (1999, abstract 
only), or Fleischer (1999) and Miller et al. (1980, abstract only).
